fllverse speculation, but as yet nothing 
has been evolved from the many un- 
official discussions on the man and his 
ideas and intentions on which any- 
thing like certainty can be based. 


Some writers express the belief that 


the new chancellor's leanings will be 
toward the- peace views of the ma- 
jority block In the Reichstag, others 
have advanced the opinion that it will 
favor th.e militaristic element.

then the men will

given white 


bread to eat baked with a heavy crust. 
They will then be the only army in 
Europe eating white bread. 


It is today the biggest meat con- 


sumer, as the men receive a ration 
of 20 ounces daily.

liest date possible, so as to be no bur- 
den either to the government or the 
population.

Divers Get to Treasure Ship 


After Years of Vain Effort 


Rick Copper Cargo Now feuf A Silk Gown h BrMjht Up la i 


! : Recovered From the Pewibic, 
Good Condition—All R*c- 
3 


Sank In Lak« Huron In 1865. 
ords For Deep Sea Safafe 


Many Skeleton* la Hold 
Broken by New Device 


After tyln« for more than half a cen- 


tury on the rocks and clay that form 
the bottom oj Lake Huron off Thunder 
Bay island, south and east of Alpena, 
the treasure stored In the hold of the 
steamer Pewabic, sunk Aug. 9, 1865, 
la waters far beyond the depth at 
which the direr hitherto has tx>en abla 
to work, Is now being brought to the 
surface safely and without trouble, 
says the Detroit Free Press. 


With the raising of a "clam" load 


of relics from the long sunken steamer, 
came at once the breaking of a world's 
record In deep sea salvage, the fruition 
of the three years' efforts of a small 
party of Toledoans and Detrolters to 
prove deep sea salvage possible and 
the end of s story that wss already 
treading on the border land of inland 
seas legend. 


Lives Given la Search. 


For the Pewabic Is a treasure ship 


In truth. Men hare given their lives 
to reach her treasure In vain. For- 
tunes have been wasted In the efforts 
to reach the prize cargo 180 feet under 
the surface of the water. Now her 
treasure—pur^ copper—is coming up 
Some of It passed Detroit recently on 
the way to Toledo, together with a 
mass of other relics from tne long lost 
vessel. 


In the hold of the Pewabic lie nearly 


300 tons of copper, worth $200,000 or 
mere at the present market 
Besides 


the copper, there are several hundred 
tons of pig Iron. What else of value 
lies beneath Thunder bay waters is 
conjectural. There was a story that 
there was $30,000 or $40,000 of specie 
in the boat*s express safe, but this is 
denied by Captain George P. McKay 
of Cleveland, now treasurer of the 
Lake Carriers' association, who was 
master of the vessel when she sank. 


There Is also a story of a belt owned 


by a woman passenger, which was 
said to contain a large diamond and a 
large sum of money. 


Divers Find Skeletons. 


It Is a fact that one of the passen- 


gers, who was saved, offered a reward 
of $1,000 for the recovery of his trunk. 
His name has been long since forgot- 
ten. 


In the hold of the vessel divers found 


a number of skeletons. 


The successful attack upon the most 


powerful of all barriers to deep sea 
work — water 
pressure — has 
been 


brought about by the "armored diving 
suit," constructed on novel lines by B 
P. Leavltt of Toledo 
I/eavltt made 


his "suit" more than a diver's suit. 


It Is in reality almost a "submarine 


Constructed of phosphor bronze, it car- 
ries Its own air supply, condensed, 
sufficient for a four hour stay under 
water. 
What this means In divers' 


work may be best understood by ex- 
jlalning that at seventy-five feet, the 
limit for pra<-:lcal work by the pres 
ent dav diver, a human being can 
stand the pressur 
for about fifteen 


minutes. 


Up on Thunder bay the men going 


down to the Pewabic descend nearly 
three times the hitherto practical depth 
and remain four hours. At seventy- 
five feet the diver heretofore could 
move about very little. In the new 
armored incasement the diver can 
scarcely move at seventy-five ' feet 
The pressure Is insufficient to counter- 
balance the great weight of hl« suit 


At 150 feet he begins to move freely 


Projecting from the Leavitt suit and 
working in water tight sockets are two 
steel fingers, manipulated by the hand, 
which Is free In tho big sleeve, com- 
posed of flexible copper bands co\ ered 
with heavy rubber. 


leavitt Outdoes Hawaii Divers, 
When the FA, United States subma- 


rine, sank off Hawaii harbor several 
years ngro In 230 feet of water world's 
records were made in diving to attach 
chains and hoist her. 


Three divers reached her 
One wns 


brought up dead. Another came back 
with his lungs burst, and the third was 
brought to tho surface a maniac. 


Leavltt In a demonstration on Grand 


Traverse ba> dcs -ended SCO feet, or 
130 feet deeper than did the F-4 dh-

utes. 


The future is too clouded with un- 


certainty to warrant predictions, but 
ho work on the Pewabic seems to in- 
llcate that untold wealth will be raised 
rom the bottom of ocean and inland 
sea. The great lakes alone will yield 
'ortunea. 
Along the Jaws of sawtooth reef, off 
veewcenaw peninsula, Lake Superior, 
lo score* of cargoes of iron and cop- 
per. 
Year after year boat after boat 


with Minnesota's wealth of iron and 
Michigan's wealth of copper has sunk 
in Lake Superior 


Many of them lio less than 100 feet 
lown 
Lake Huron has scores of 


wrecks that. If they can bo located, 
will yield fortunes 
There's the old 


'olburn. sunk in 3ST2 near Port IIu- 
on. with copper that is now worth 
ialf a million dollars. 
Tho Pewnblc was sunk fifty-two 


veara ago In a collision with the old 
teftmer Meteor, well known for a 
umber of years later.

"clam" load of objects that lay a 
hand. Among these were numerous 
fine silk and broadcloth carmenU o: 
fifty years ago. 


Old Time Fabrics Endure. 


Despite Its submersion tinder 180 fee 


of water for fifty-two years, • sill 
gown when dried apparently wss al 
most as good as when the waters 
closed over the steamer. The erlmsoi 
and blue colorings of cotton goods 
were undimmed by their long Immer 
sion. They were as bright as the da> 
they were purchased. 


A peculiar condition narked woolen 


fabrics, however. The material tlia 
comprised the woof had disappeared 
leaving the warp as small meshed net 
ting, but in good condition 


Several watches, an ancient revolver 


coins of dates prior to the civil wai 
Jet bracelets and haircoffibs In faehiou 
of the period, square toed shoes anc 
slippers of that day, the "gentlemen's 
boots" affected by the dandies—there 
must have been several on the 
bic—black silk handmade lace, checks 
from the Pewabic's baggage room 
door keys and locks with the steamer's 
name stamped upon them, steamer sll 
ver and other articles were sent up. 


Old Daguerreotype Unharmed. 
The silver Is badly oxidized. Gold 


articles were scarcely tarnished. A da- 
guerreotype In a gold frame, probably 
a picture of a passenger named F. W 
Ludlow, was as distinct as the day it 
was made, the picture being unharmed 
A gold stamped card case marked with 
the name F. W. Ludlow was also 
brought up, and it may be that 11 vic- 
tims of the wreck have relatives alive 
some of them may yet recover relics of 
those who went down.

The history of attempts to reach the 


Pewabic's copper treasures constitutes 
a story of tragedies. Because of the 
depth In which the vessel sank the 
owners at once abandoned her to the 
insurance couipauy. The company Into 
in 1865 sent Billy Pike, a famous diver 
of those days, in charge of an expedi- 
tion to attempt to recover the copper. 


Two Divers Die. 


Pike went down, and when he failed 


to signal for a rise after some time 
had passed he was brought up dead 
from the terrific pressure. The com- 
pany made no further effoit to reach 
the copper. In 1880 stories of the Pe- 
wcblc's wealth caused thr> organlza

country to be—the saloon, the reform 
school and the uncensored nickle pict- 
ure show. 
The audience had barely 


gotten this well pressed upon their 
minds when he virtually added 
a. 


fourth—the failure of parents to in- 
culcate obedience to the law and re- 
spect for the rights of others by en- 
forcing obedience and respect for par- 
ental authority. He also took occasion 
to say in substance at least that crime 
and evil are in large part traceable to 
the sins or failures of ancestry or of 
intolerable conditions which society 
permits to exist. 
It was a scathing 


arraignment. 
He gave some figures 


to show that crime is on the increase 
in America and that we suffer by com- 
parison with other countries in the 
number of capital crimes committed. 
We are litle removed from the bar- 
baric, in that we as of old adopt some 
form of cruelty as punishment and 
only recently have %ve come to adopt 
a newer and better penology.. 


We have been unscientific in our 


methods. 
We figuratively speaking 


put the patient suffering from diph- 
theria in with the one having small 
pox and expect a cure—and its a. cure 
that's needed in most instances—to 
come from our absurd treatment. We 
need at least four classes of institu- 
tions—one for professional crooks: an- 
other which may be called the reform 
school for education and industrializ- 
ing; a third semi-hospitalic in char- 
acter for the weak; and a fourth for 
the normal youth gone wrong, where, 
kept entirely apart from others who 
learn him crime, he can in the open 
he restored physically, mentally and 
mora'-iy. 


Perhaps his most effective appeal 


was for red-blooded men who when 
they see a lad starting wrong will do 
the big brother act—not send for a 
policeman.

Mild Winters Enibli MM to 
Work Out of Doors Continually. 


HAVE PLENTY OF FRESH AIR 


Much of th* Tim* Not T«k«n Up by 


Training Will B» Devoted t» Recrea- 
tion—Thl» I* of Great V*lu« t» th* 
Men In Attaining Mental AIertn*«*. 
Long Autumn Coming Soon. 


Major General Gorgas, surgeon gen- 


eral of the «rmy, met the criticlsii of 
those who arft opposed to the eatabllsh- 
tnent of training camps IB the eouta 
by announcing that the best rites IB 
the country had been picked and that 
no mau qualified to Judge of their value 
from a military standpoint would think 
of using northern localities for anch 
purposes. 
'1 am strongly In favor ot Bites In 


the south for training: camps because 
of health advantages to the men," 
Major General tj?**^ said. 


"The outstanding fact is that men 


trained In the south will have weather 
conditions permitting their being out 
of doors practically all of every day," 
he con|}nued. "In certain regions, 
•wisely chosen for our national guard 
camps, rain la scarce In the winter, 
when the heaviest training will be 
done, and at night soldiers there will 
sleep In quarters where there Is free 
air circulation. 


Plenty of Fresh Air. 


"Plenty of fresh air all the time 


means that any germs which may be 
about are kept on the move and hare 
slight chance to increase. Fresh air 
and health are synonymous in mili- 
tary as well as in civil life. 


"There is, of course, a military ad 


vantage Involved beyond the funda- 
mental gala of having soldiers phys- 
ically fit for their work. It Is obvious 
that men In training should have the 
marl mum hours per day and days, per 
week for drill and exercise. 


"And there Is no doubt that a soldier 


gets more out of a given time devoted 
to training under good weather condi- 
tions than from the same amount of 
training in surroundings of physical 
discomfort induced by severe cold, for 
such discomfort tends to distract the 
soldier's attention from his -work. 


"Much of the time that is not taken 


up by drill and other definite mili- 
tary work will bo available for recre- 
ation. 
The commission on training 


camp activities has undertaken to pro- 
vide a coach and director of recrea- 
tional work for each camp. Outdoor 
games, field sports, etc., should be an 
Important contribution to the ideal of 
physical perfection set for the sol- 
diers. 


"Outdoor games and contests also 


have a value for the men In attaining 
the mental alertness which is quite in 
opposition to the sluggishness that is 
apt to result from the Indoor life ne- 
cessitated by a harsher climate. 


"The few weeks of summer weather 


which > soldiers in the south may en- 
counter will be more than offset by 
the lone autumn and mild winter."

Uriel* Sam Will Give You Fr«« Advio* 


on Thl» Vital Subject. 


Health insurance has grown to be 


more and more recognized as a vital 
factor In the welfare of any commu- 
nity. 
Vigorous cawystcnlnff on the 


part of federal, state and municipal 
health authorities has led to the pre- 
vention ot a great deal of unneces- 
sary disease, but to be really success 
fnl the co-operation of citizens Is con- 
sidered essential.

acalnst loss," says a bulletin of the 
United States public health service. 
"Ton have Insured j our house and barn 
against fire. You ^iive perhaps even 
taken out an insurance policy to pro- 
vide the necessaries of life for your 
family in case you become ill. But 
have you given to the question of pre- 
venting such illness the thought and 
study that so important a matter de- 
serves J" 


The United States public health serv- 


ice devotes much of its time and ef- 
fort to the study of preventable dis- 
eases and has issued numerous pam- 
phlets containing the 
fundamental 


principles of disease prevention. They 
are sent free of charge on- request. 
Among them are Included "Typhoid

The speed and accuracy In locating 


things permitted by aerial photography 
ire positively revolutionary. Within 
tew minutes after the photograph Is re- 
ceived the experts, with a knowledge 
of the height at which the photograph 
was taken and by means of specia 
devices, promptly find the compass di- 
rection, location, size of objects and 
the distance between objects. 


Locating1 Submerged Mines. 


One of the most Important uses to 


which aircraft have been put since the 
beginning of the great war has been 
the locating of submerged mines. Hos- 
tile submarines and steamers mas 
queradlng under false colors lay mines 
whenever toe opportunity presents it- 
self, and no ship lane Is Immune from 
them. 
Ships are In danger of being 


sunk unless lanes are properly patrolled 
by aircraft and subsequently, If neces- 
sary, swept by mine sweepers. 


Aircraft are employed extensively to 


direct the planting of mines and locat- 
ing mine fields and mines set adrift 
by storms or other causes. 


The size of mines is different In dif- 


ferent countries, nnd they are spherical 
or C3'llndrlcal In shape. In the "United 
States the average contact mine Is 
about forty Inches In diameter and 
contains about 100 pounds of TNT, 
gun cotton or other explosives. They 
run from that size up to seven feet 
In diameter. 


Mines are usually submerged to a 


depth of ten feet and are usually ar- 
ranged (n clusters of four, the total 
number of mines In a mine field being 
unlimited. Whether in clusters or In 
fields, the electric contact mines pro- 
tecting harbors and stations are con- 
trolled from a shore station, each mine 
being connected to a submerged con- 
necting box, which is connected to this 
station by coble, through which the 
electric current is flashed to explode 
the mines. The officers in charge of 
the mine fleld and operating from the 
stations on shore have detailed maps 
of the mined areas, showing the exact 
location of the mines. 


The maps are plotted In squares, 


and when a hostile ship approaches n 
mine fleld ths observers at this station, 
who get Information either through 
seeing the ship through telescopes or 
from a kite balloon or a dirigible or a 
seaplane, follow the ship's movements 
and notify the oflloer In charge of the 


[ electric switchboard to fire the mines 
| of a g\ven square, through which the 
J ship or ships are passing. 


First Airship to Discover a Mine. 
Dirigibles are especially valuable for 


locating submerged mines. The first 
employment of dirigibles for this work 
was the result of the Italian dirigible 
F-4 finding by accident in October. 
1014, 
while on a cruise over the Adri- 


atic a number of Austrian floating 
mines. Thereafter It was found that 
the small coast patrol dirigible, which 
Is capable of flying very low and of 
almost standing still over a spot, is the 
best means of locating submerged 
mines. 
T'pon locating them the ob- 


server summons the mine sweepers, 
or. If it Is important that the mine be i \ 
destroyed immediately, he destroy* It 
by firing at It or by trolling a weight 
attached to a wire against It under the 
water. 
Seaplanes are also used for 


locating submerged mines, but less sat- 
isfactorily, ov.-ing to the fact that they 
cannot travel slowly or stand over a 
given spot. 
The same purpose, but 


less efficiently, is accomplished by the 
seaplane circling over n given opot un- 
til It has detected the mines that may 
be submerged In that spot

Wrecking the Konigsberg. 


The wrecking of a German cruiser 


by two British monitors, one of the 
most remarkable events of the war. Is 
described in the "textbook." It was 
made possible by seaplanes. Following 
Is a letter written home by an English 
naval officer, which describes the aid 
rendered by the two aeroplanes and 
shows how closely the gunners of th* 
sea as well as the gunners of the land 
are now working as a team with the 
air scouts. The action described was 


j the attack by monitors upon the Ger- 
man cruiser Konigsberg in German 


j East Africa. 
It may be remembered 


she took refuge up a river on the east 
coast of central Africa and was a men- 
ace to British Interests. She was found 
after many months up the river, where 
she was hidden from the monitors by 
palm trees. Aeroplanes were procured 
after many weeks and action started. 
The 
officer of the monitor Savern 


writes: 


"We went on higher np the river and 


finally anchored. Two shells fell with- I 
In eight feet of the side and drenched j 
the quarterdeck. It was a very critical 
time. If she bit us we were probably 
finished. 


"We had no sooner anchoret! than the 


aeroplane signaled she was ready to 
spot. 
Our first four aalvos, at about _ 


one minute Intervals, were all signaled ! 
as, 'Did not observe fall of shot.' We 
came down 400. then another 400 and 
more to the left. The next was spot- 
ted as 200 yards over and about 200 
to the right. The next 150 short and 
100 to the left. At the seventh salvo 
we hit with one and were just over 
with the other. 


Hit Eight Times In Twelve. 


"We hit eight times In the next twelve 


shots. It was frightfully exciting. The* 
Konigsberg was now firing salvos of 
three only. The aeroplanes signaled all 
hits were forward, so we came a little 
left to get her amidships. The aero- 
plane suddenly signaled, 'Am hit; com- 
ing down; send a boat.' As they fell 
they continued to signal our shots—we, 
of course, kept on firing. The aeroplane 
fell In the water about 150 yards from 
the Mersey; oce man was thrown clear, 
but the other had a struggle to get free. 
Finally both got away and were swim- 
ming for ten minutes before the Mer- 
sey's motorboat reached them, beating 
ours by a short head. They were un- 
injured and as merry as crickets. 


Terrors of Flying In the Tropics. 
"Most serious risks have been run 


by the officers and men who have 
flown In this climate, where the effect 
of the atmosphere and the extreme | 
heat of the sun are quite unknown to 
those whose flying experience Is limit- 
ed to moderate climates. 
'Bumps' of 


250 feet have been experienced several 
times, and the temperature varies from 
extreme cold when flying at a height 
to a great heat, with burning, tropical 
sun when on land," reads the official 
report after the Konigsberg was com- 
pletely destroyed. 


"In thftoperations against the Konigs- 


berg on July 6 both the personnel and 
material of the Royal IVaval Air serv- 
ice were worked to the extreme limit 
of endurance. The total distance cov- 
red by the two available aeroplanes 
on that date was no less than 050 
miles, and the time In the air, working 
watch and watch, was thirteen hours."
